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MAIN FEATURES 


Note: Survey estimates are subject to sampling variability, 
as explained in paragraph 16 below. 


3,436,700 employed wage and salary earners (62.5 per 
cent) took one or more weeks of paid annual and/or 
long-service leave over the period May 1983 to April 
1984. 


19.9 per cent of employees had taken 4 weeks of paid 
annual and/or long-service leave over the same period. 


The highest leave taking months were December and 
January where the proportions of employees taking paid 
annual and/or long-service leave were 27.0 per cent and 
28.7 per cent respectively. The lowest leave taking 
months were June and July (3.7 per cent for both). 


The average number of weeks for employees who took 
one or more weeks of annual and/or long-service leave 
varied according to age. The highest average of 4.4 weeks 
occurred in the 55 to 64 age group while the lowest of 3.1 
occurred in the 15 to 19 age group. 


Across industry divisions, the average number of weeks 
for employees who took one or more weeks of annual 
and/or long-service leave also varied. Community services 
recorded the highest average of 5.9 weeks and Agriculture, 
forestry, fishing and hunting division the lowest average 
of 3.0 weeks. 


An estimated total of 13,872, 300 weeks of paid annual 
and/or long-service leave were taken by employees over 
the period May 1983 to April 1984. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


In association with the May 1984 labour force 
survey conducted throughout Australia, employed wage 
and salary earners (‘employees’) aged 15 years and over 
were asked about the amount and timing of paid annual 
leave and long-service leave taken during the period May 
1983 to April 1984 inclusive. Other types of leave, suchas 
study or sabbatical leave, sick leave, maternity leave, etc., 
and unpaid leave, were not included. 


2. During the two weeks beginning Monday 7 May 
1984, specially trained interviewers asked the questions 
of those of the 71,000 respondents in the May labour 
force survey who fell within the scope of the survey. 


3. Results of a similar survey, conducted in May 1979 
have been published in Annual and Long- Service Leave, 
Australia, May 1979 (6317.0). Surveys of annual leave, 
but not long-service leave, were previously conducted in 
August 1974 and February 1969. Results were published 
in Annual Leave, August 1974 (6317.0) and Labour 
Force Experience During 1968 (6206.0). 


4. This publication contains only a summary of the 
results of the survey. Estimates shown are preliminary 
and may be revised. Further information, which will be 
published as soon as possible, is available on request. 


Scope 


5. This supplementary survey to the labour force 
survey included all civilian employees aged fifteen years 
and over except: 


(a) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas govern- 
ments, customarily excluded from census and 
estimated populations; 


(b) overseas residents in Australia; 


(c) dependants of non-Australian defence forces 
stationed in Australia; 


(d) persons permanently unable to work, some 
patients in hospitals and sanatoria and inmates 
of reformatories, jails, etc.; 


(e) for long-service leave, employees under 25 years 
of age. 


Definitions 


6. Definitions of the principal labour force classifica- 
tions appearing in this publication are given in The 
Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


7. Annual leave (also commonly referred to as recrea- 
tion leave, holiday leave, vacation leave) is a period 
(usually four weeks) of paid absence from work for 
leisure or recreational purposes to which an employee 
becomes entitled each year after a continuous period of 
service with one employer or in an industry, as specified 
in awards, etc. 


8. Long-service leave (or furlough) is a period of paid 
absence from work to which an employee becomes 
entitled after a number of years of continuous service 
with one employer, or in an industry, the initial entitle- 
ment usually being three months after 10 or 15 years 
service, as specified in Federal or State legislation. 


9. Payments in lieu of leave (e.g. to casual workers or 
on termination of employment) are not regarded as leave. 


10. Weeks taken. The number of weeks of leave taken in 
any month was recorded as follows:

(The category ‘less than one’ includes persons who did 
not take leave because their period of service with an 
employer or in one industry was not long enough to 
qualify them for an entitlement.) 


In calculating the total amount of leave taken, 
separate periods of the same type of leave taken by 
individual respondents within each month were aggre- 
gated. When leave continued from one month into the 
next, the period of leave taken in each of the months was 
counted separately. The total amount taken for the 
period May 1983 to April 1984 is the sum of the amounts 
taken in each month, as defined above. 


11. Employees are persons who were employed wage 
and salary earners at the time of the survey, regardless of 
their labour force status during the reference period, May 
1983 to April 1984. Persons who were wage and salary 
earners during the reference period but not at the time of 
the survey, and who took paid annual or long-service 
leave during the reference period are excluded. 


12. Full-time/part-time status relates to employed wage 
and salary earners who were working full-time or part- 
time in their current job at the time of the survey. No 
information is available about the full-time/ part-time 
status of employees over the full reference period for the 
leave statistics. Full-time workers are those who usually 
work 35 hours or more a week and others who, although 
usually part-time workers, worked 35 hours or more 
during the survey week. Part-time workers are those who 
usually work less than 35 hours per week and who did so 
during the survey week. When recording hours of work, 
fractions of an hour are disregarded. 


13. Persons are classifed as married if they are reported 
as being married (including de facto) and their spouse 
was a usual resident of the household at the time of the 
survey. The not married category includes persons who 
have never married, or are separated, widowed or 
divorced; as well as those who, although reported as 
being married, did not have a spouse who usually lived in 
the household. For effects on estimates of marital status, 
see paragraph I5. 


Population benchmarks 


14. Following the change in official population estimates 
to a place of usual residence basis after the 1981 Census 
the population benchmarks used in this survey are 
compiled according to place of usual residence. For an 
explanation of the new conceptual basis of population 
estimates see The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


Discontinuities in the series 


15. Paragraph 13 outlines the definition of marital 
status now used in this survey. Consequently, estimates 
of marital status contained in this publication are not 
comparable with estimates published for this survey in 
previous years, which classified as married all respondents 
who reported that they were married or separated. 


Reliability of estimates 


16. Estimates in this publication are subject to two 
sources of error: 


(a) sampling error: since the estimates are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample 
of dwellings they are subject to sampling varia- 
bility; that is they may differ from the figures 
that would have been produced if all dwellings 
had been included in the survey. One measure of 
the likely difference is given by the standard 
error. More information about this topic will be 
found in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 
A table of estimated standard errors for this 
survey follows these notes. Estimates with a 
standard error of more than about 27 per cent 
have not been shown in this publication, as the 
degree of sampling variability would seriously 
detract from their value for most reasonable 
uses. Although figures for these small com- 
ponents can in some cases, be derived by sub- 
traction they should not be regarded as reliable. 

(b) Non-sampling error: inaccuracies may occur 
because of imperfections in reporting by inter- 
viewers and respondents and errors made in the 
coding and processing of data. These inaccuracies 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a 
full count or a sample. Every effort is made to 
reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum by 
careful design of questionnaires, intensive 
training and supervision of interviewers and 
efficient operating procedures.
